Shelton State President Rick Rogers 
announced Oct. 26, that the college re- 
ceived a $300,000 grant from the United 
States Department of Housing and Ur- 



ban Development. The grant will be 
implemented at Shelton's C.A. Fredd 
Campus as part of a federal program, 
"The Firehouse Strategy: Building Com- 



munity Self-Reliance." 

The program, which 
will be implemented under 
the direction of Cordell 
Wynn, special assistant to 
Rogers, establishes a 
unique partnership between 
Shelton's Fredd Campus 
and Union, Ala. 

The purpose of the 
program is to promote eco- 
nomic development, mean- 
ingful employment and 
educational opportunities 
for the Union area. It will 
also serve as a model for 
community improvement 

in poor, rural, neglected areas throughout 

the Black Belt region.

Magnificent 



Saturn 



Absolutely one of the most 
beautiful and amazing objects 
in the nighttime sky is the planet 
Saturn which is in prime posi- 
tion for observing. Simply look 
east about an hour after sunset 
for the brightest object, and you 
have located our Solar System' s 
second largest planet, Saturn. 

Saturn is located between 
the homs of Taurus "the bull," 
and by looking to the right of 
Saturn you will find the bull's 
head: a large * V shape of stars. 
On one side of the 'V— Alde- 
baran — is very bright and red- 
dish in color and represents one 
of the eyes of Taurus. Extend 
each side of the "V" and you 
will locate two fairly bright stars 
that are the tips of the bull's 
homs. 

Saturn, like Jupiter, Ura- 
nus, and Neptune are huge gas- 



eous planets that are primarily 
made of hydrogen and are offi- 
cially classified as the Gas Gi- 
ants or Jovian planets. 

These planets do not have 
a hard surface like Earth, but 
pressures are so great that the 
hydrogen gas is turned to a liq- 
uid at the bottom of their dense 
atmospheres. 

The gas giants also have 
many moons, with Saturn hav- 
ing the most, nineteen. Saturn's 
largest moon, Titan, has an at- 
mosphere that is like Earth's 
early atmosphere and contains 
the basic molecules needed for 
life. As a matter of fact, Titan is 
the most likely body besides 
Earth that could have life in our 
solar system. 

A spacecraft will reach 
Saturn in 2004 and will land a 
smaller craft on Titan to deter- 



mine if some form of life is 

present. 

All of the gas giants also 
have a system of rings that are 
made of small chunks of rock 
that never combined to form 
moons. Saturn has the most 
magnificent ring system of all 
the gas giants. Both Saturn's 
ring system and its largest moon 
can be observed with a small 
telescope or a very strong pair 
of binoculars. 

Saturn is the sixth planet 
from the Sun and is the last 
planet observed and named by 
the ancients. Saturn is the 'god 
of agriculture' and its symbol 
represents a sickle that was used 
in ancient times to cut crops. 

Keep looking up for Sat- 
urn, and enjoy watching it 
slowly move in Taurus over the 
coming months.

Skyland campus bites the dust 




Union. Ala., a small rural commu- 
nity of less than 500 people, is situated in 
the Black Belt region, the poorest area in 
the United States. Forty percent of the 
area's residents live below the poverty 
level, and the unemployment rate is be- 
tween 10 and 25 percent. 

The program's name. "Firehouse 
Strategy," is derived 
from how and where 
the idea for the 
project originated. 
The basis for this 
strategy lies in a 
unique collabora- 
tion with the Union 
Volunteer Fire De- 
partment, the town's 
only organized citi- 
zen group, to forge a 

community-based, capacity-building 
project in the area, 
address issues such as affordable hous- 
ing, employ ment, job training, child-care, 
transportation, and safety and welfare. 

As part of the grant, a work force 
training center will be established in 
Union. Several older homes in Union 
will be refurbished as part of part of the 
program. Shelton State will offer classes 
in carpentry and other technologies. A 
day -care center and transportation for

workers will be provided. 

The total cost for the project is 
$398,005. In addition to the $300,000 
from HUD, the additional funds will come 
from Shelton State ($30,225). the state of 
Alabama ($10,250.00). Community Ser- 
vices of Alabama and other local re- 
sources will provide in-kind services to- 
taling $57,530. 

According to 
Wynn. the key to com- 
munity development is 
to involve members of 
the community as well 
as using community re- 
sources in order to 
make lasting changes. 
"The success of this 

project will enable us 
to expand into other 

rural communities using this same strat- 
egy," Wynn said. 

"We are pleased to play continued 
role in the economic development of West 
Alabama. Through Dr. Wynn's leader- 
ship, Shelton State has been able to se- 
cure significant funding for a program 
that will greatly enhance the lives of 
people living in Union, Ala." said Shel- 
ton President Rick Rogers.
